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Students react to world-changing attack

"It s not supposed to be able to 
happen/' said Gary Waters, a student 
here at Shelton State. That was said 
about a shocking report that came to 
us through the airwaves on Tuesday, 
Sept. 11, 2001 at 8:50 a.m. A hi- 

- 

jacked airplane had struck the World 
Trade Center. 

Minutes later, it was struck again. 
It was clear that this was a coordi- 
nated effort. A short while after the 
explosions, the World Trade Center 
collapsed. Along with this devastat- 
ing news, we learned also that a plane 
had struck the Pentagon. Two of the 
most important buildings in the coun- 
try attacked in one day within a short 
time of each other. Later in the day, 



another building in the World Trade 
Center complex fell. Asiflhiswasnot 
enough, the AP reported an explosion 
outside the State Department. This 
was a terrorist attack. "Could this be 
the beginning of the end?" Jamie 
Ryland, another student, asks. Good 
question. 

Because of this devastation, 
many things were put on hold. The 
stock market did not open for busi- 
ness. All airports were closed. "It's 
not supposed to be able to happen . For 
the first time in history, airlines are 
shut down at every airport in the Un i ted 
States," said Waters. 

Zach Gable, also a student, said, 
'This is crazy! I don't know what to 
say." He is not alone. Daily life as we 
know it has stopped. 
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Along those lines, gas prices are 
starting to rise everywhere. Amber 
Richards, student, said, "Being a pizza 
delivery driver, the rising gas prices 
and possible shortages affect my life 
greatly." She is not the only one. Just 
a few short hours after the decima- 
tion, people were lined up into the 
streets to fill their gas tanks. Grocery 
stores were also very busy today. 
People were there until late in the 
evening to purchase milk, eggs, bread 
and other groceries. 

Eye witnesses reported seeing 
people jumping from the highest point 
of the WorldTrade Center and bodies 
falling after the first explosion. 

Student Stephanie Tolbert said, 
"It can be likened to the bombine of 
Pearl Harbor." The damage of the 
Pentagon was compared to the Okla- 
homa City bombing. Thousands of 
people were killed, although we still 
do not know what the exact number 
of the casualties are yet. The security 
of America has been compromised. 

It is reported that someone from 



the Osama bin-Laden camp told a Brit- 
ish newspaperthat bin-Laden planned 
to attack the United States. This was 
done three weeks ago. Palestinians 
were dancing in the streets in celebra- 
tion. They feel that the United States 
should, "feel some of our suffering," 
said one Palestinian. 

When asked how she felt about 
the celebration going on in Palestine. 
Robyn Richards, the parent of Amber 
Richards, said "It made me sick to my 
stomach to see people happy and cheer- 
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ing the fact that people died simply 
because they were American." 

In response to the possible and 
probable anger, the administration of 
Shelton State has issued the following 
statement: 

By now, many of you are await 
of several 'possible' terrorist attacks 
in New York and Washington, DC. 
Over the next few hours and days, 
many extremist factions will claim 
credit for these deplorable acts of vio-

You will notice a very 
bright, reddish object just to the 
right of the teapot it is the planet 
Mars! 

Since Sagittarius is one of 
the twelve constellations that the 
ecliptic runs through, the plan- 
ets will be somewhere in one of 
these twelve. It will be fun to 
watch Mars over the next couple 
of months as it moves into the 
teapot !

tarius is the Milky Way, our 
galaxy, that we see as a hazy 
streak through the sky because 
it is made up of billions of 
stars.

Patton oversees the 
day-to-day activities involved in run- 
ning Circle D, from cutting hay, to 
mending fences, and feeding horses. 

Patton is no longer training 
horses at Circle D, but is turning it 
into a boarding stable and guided 
riding facility, beginning this fall. 
Trails will wind through the woods 
and around the lakes, of the 217 acre 
farm, with open fields for stretching 
the horses' legs. All of this will pro- 



vide riders with a pleasurable envi- 
ronment, where they can hone their 
riding skills or begin to develop them. 

Patton has been hard at work, 
getting the facility ready to open for 
public use. "The thing about a farm." 
Patton says, "Is that there is always 
work to do." Patton's work as of late, 
besides the usual, has included clear- 
ing brush and cutting trials. 

Patton hopes to create a place 
that will appeal to everyone. From 
families with children, to church 
groups, and dating couples, Patton 
envisions an environment that will 
allow people to relax and enjoy a 
slower pace of life, while bringing 
them closer to nature. Picnic areas 
will also be located along the trials. 
Patton says riders may dismount and 
enjoy a packed lunch, conversation, 
or just peace and quiet. 

Circle D though hidden is easy 
to find. Take a left out of Shelton 
Stale's main drive, and head north on 
Old Greensboro Highway, then fol- 
low the second driveway on the left 
through the trees and into a place that 
holds fast to the area's past.

This 
attack was far worse in scope than 
Pearl Harbor. 

One student, Chris Yarbrough, 
said, "Tom Clancy could not have 
written the scene any more dramatic... 
In something that seems to have come 
from an action movie; our lives have 
changed."
